HISTORY OF THE PATROL 


The State Legislature in 1923 enacted statues which 
vested the State Road Commission with the authority to 
divide the state highways into sections for the purpose of 
policing and patrolling. Two patrolmen were employed 
on a part-time basis in the year 1925 and became the 
nucleus of the organization later known as the Utah 
Highway Patrol. In 1926 these two men were placed on a 
full-time basis. Four additional men were employed in 
1928, at which time uniforms were adopted, firearms 
issued, cars placed in service, and the organization was 
designated as the Utah Highway Patrol. During the year 
1935 the organization was vested with full state police 
powers, and a superintendent. and other subordinate 
command officers were appointed. 


During these early years the patrolman, besides his 
patrolling duties, issued vehicle registrations, gave 
driver license examinations and issued truck permits. 
The patrolman of 1931, in his leather puttees, breeches 
and dark blue shirt, cranked up his Model A, which was 
“souped up" with two carburetors and a ruxal axle, and 
speeded as much as 70 miles per hour to catch the 
lawless. Salt Lake City had three patrolmen, Ogden had 
two, and Box Elder, Davis, Millard, Sevier and Carbon 
Counties each had one. During the summer months the 
Model A's were turned over to the Road Building 
Department and the patrolmen were put on motor- 
cycles. With less than 100 miles of hardsurfaced road in 
the state, the patrolmen chalked up frequent motorcycle 
accidents. 


In 1939 the LA.C.P. sent an officer from the Traffic 
Institute at Northwestern University to conduct a train- 
ing school for police officers. This school, held at 
Pinecrest Inn, was the first formal training received by 
Utah Highway Patrol men. This officer also assisted 
Superintendent Groo in setting up a more efficient and 
complete organization. It was during this same year that 
sedans were first used by the patrolmen rather than 
coupe models. 


The organization by 1941 had a complement of 
seventy-seven uniformed patrolmen, and the Patrol was 


removed from the jurisdiction of the State Road Com- 
mission. By an act of the Legislature, it became a 
separate department of the state government under the 
direct supervision of the governor. 


Тһе heading of the Highway Patrol Civil Service 
Act of 1945 reads: “An Act to Establish Qualification, 
Appointment, Promotion, Demotion, Discipline, 
Reemployment, and Tenure of Office of Appointees and 
Employees of Highway Patrol of the State of Utah Based 
on Merit; to Establish and Provide Appointment, 
Qualifications, Tenure of Office, Compensation, Powers, 
and Duties of a Civil Service Commission." The Com- 
mission was to be composed of three nonpartisan 
members, responsible for the legal discharge of the 
above requirements. 


The 1951 Legislature created a State Department of 
Public Safety under the direction of a Commissioner, 
and the Utah Highway Patrol became a component of 
this newly organized state department. 


State Ports of Entry are operated by the Utah 
Highway Patrol Checking Station Division, and there 
are today nine stations and two portable units in opera- 
tion. Utah was one of the first states to require inspec- 
tion of motor vehicles, and licensing and supervision of 
inspection stations has been one of the functions of the 
Patrol since the law was passed in 1935. School bus in- 
spection is included in this Patrol responsibility. 


Through the years new equipment and techniques 
have been adopted. The use of radar equipment was 
begun in 1955. In 1961 a Piper Comanche single-engine 
aircraft was purchased to assist in enforcement. A Piper 
Cub was later added, and in 1964 a Twin Comanche 
replaced the single-engine craft. Since the first training 
of Patrol personnel in 1939, training has been a regular 
part of the Patrol program and recruits now receive 
basic police science training at the Patrol Police 
Academy at Camp Williams. Yearly in-service training 
classes are conducted for all troopers and special courses 
for supervisory personnel. 


Two radio receiving sets were placed in Patrol cars 
in 1939, using the Salt Lake City Police Department 
frequency. In 1941 the first Patrol car radios were in- 
stalled in cars in Salt Lake County. Base stations were 
later set up in Ogden and Provo and a few mobile 
transmitters installed in the Patrol cars. Cities and 
counties throughout Utah were included in this network. 
Patrol cars now are equipped with three-way, high fre- 
quency radios, and the Patrol operates twenty-seven 
base stations. Teletype equipment has been used for 
several years, and the official Utah Law Enforcement 
Teletype Network was established in 1964. The Utah 
Highway Patrol joined the national Law Enforcement 
Teletypewriter System in 1966. 


Some changes have been made through the years in 
Patrol uniforms. The dark blue shirt gave way to a 
lighter blue and breeches to trousers; the campaign hat 
was discontinued. The present cocoa brown and “army 
pink” uniforms were first worn in the centennial year 
1947. 


Traffic law enforcement and accident prevention on 
some 25,000 miles of roadway, including Interstate 
freeways, state highways and county roads, is the 
challenge of the Patrol today along with its other respon- 
sibilities. The Utah Highway Patrol has grown and 
changed through the years and must continue to do so as 
Utah grows. 


The 1970 era of the Highway Patrol brought about 
several developments and techniques that will always be 
a part of the total effort of the department to further the 
accident prevention program. 


The Alcohol Safety Action Program (ASAP) 


deployed 13 officers into the enforcement area, concen- 
trating on the drinking driver. In a two year period, over 
2,500 drinking drivers were removed from the highways 
of Utah, before an automobile accident could have oc- 
cured, unknown lives were saved because of this 
federally funded selective enforcement program. The 
ASAP team of yesterday, now the special operation divi- 
sion is deployed in much the same manner, today in- 
cluding the drinking driver-problem and in many other 
special assignment area's. 


The advent of the energy crisis in late 1973 and dur- 
ing 1974 brought about the 55 MPH maximum speed 
limit and its enforcement. The results of this effort were 
phenomenal. Significant number of lives were saved. 
Utah led the Number One state in total fatality reduc- 
tion from 1973 thru 1974-with a 37% decline. A real ac- 
complishment. With the 55 MPH factor, the Utah 
Highway Patrol was specifically directed by Governor 
Rampton to strictly enforce the 55 MPH speed limit. 
This was accomplished by increased use of air to ground 
speed control tactics, the purchase and deployment of 
plain, unmarked patrol cars and new sophisticated radar 
units. The regular color, unmarked vehicles were put 
into service and were instrumental in detection and ap- 
prehension of the flagrant speeder. Radar sets of the 
“Moving, speedgun П” type were used statewide overall 
the patrol increased speed enforcement more than 1007. 
Accidents were reduced by over 7,000 and 132 less people 
were killed in 1974 in relation to 1973. 


The campaign hat was once again adopted in 1975 
as official headgear for the Highway Patrol, however the 
police cap and helmet were retained as alternate 
headgear to be worn only in special or adverse con- 
ditions. 


The State Legislature in 1923 enacted 
statutes which vested the State Road Com- 
mission with the authority to divide the 
state highways into sections for the purpose 
of policing and patrolling.

Patrol 
cars now are equipped with three-way, high 
frequency radios, and the Patrol operates 
twenty-seven base stations. Teletype equip- 
ment has been used for several years, and 
the official Utah Law Enforcement Teletype 
Network was established in 1964. The Utah 
Highway Patrol joined the national Law 
Enforcement Teletypewriter System in 1946,

TRAINING 


Utah Highway Patrol personnel received no formal 
training until 1934 when they were instructed in military 
courtesy and close order drill. 

Our first formal police training was in 1939 when all 
Utah Highway Patrol officers attended a 15 day training 
school, conducted by the Traffic Institute, Northwestern 
University held at the Pinecrest Inn located in Emigra- 
tion Canyon. 

Utah Highway Patrol officers have received 
specialized training at the F.B.I. Academy, Traffic 
Institute Northwestern University accident investiga- 
tion. Traffic Control Institute St. Mary’s College, Army 
ordinance Ft. Benning, Ga., Smith and Wesson 
Firearms Training and Maintenance, Breathalizer 
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Maintainance and operation. Red Cross First Aid Train- 
ing and Secret Service Security Schools among many 
others. 

This specialized knowledge and techniques of Law 
Enforcement and accident investigation was then given 
to all troopers through periodic refresher courses. In 1955 
a training program of 10 days covering all phases of Law 
Enforcement was given new appointees to the Patrol, 
conducted at the Air National Guard. In the late 1950's 
Patrol Police Academy was established at Camp 
Williams. A training officer was appointed to supervise 
and conduct the training program at the academy con- 
tinuing thru the present time.
